Shanghai, Feb. 14.—A regiment 
each of Durham and Gloucestershire 
troops landed here today and parad- 
ed through the principal streets.

The steamer Suiwo arrived today 
bringing 170 refugees, the majority 
of them American’ missionaries 
from Szechwan province.

INCREASED GAS TAX—TO AID 
ROAD BUILDING WORK 


Edmonton, Feb, 16,—The _ pro- 
vincial gasoline tax will be increas- 
ed from two to three cents this 
year, and the additional revenue 


‘therefrom will be used to further 


development from provincial road 
building programme, Premier 
Vrownlee announced Wednesday. 
The total gasoline consumption 
in Alberta in 1926 was 21,188,900 
gallons, on which the tax was 
$423,778, a considerable increase 
over the estimated tax revenue 
total, which was $365,000. 
Assuming that the same amount 
of gasoline is sold in 1927 as in 


| 1926, the revenue from the increased 
| tax would be $635,667, and even 


though the increased tax cannot 
go into effect until after its author- 
ization by the legislature, and thus 
will be applicable only for a portion 
of the year, it is probable that the 
increased sale of gasoline for 1927 
over 1926 will be sufficiently large 
to enable the increased tax to apply 
on a volume of sale equal to the 
entire 1926’ sales.
